Butno For- 
tifications made with mens hands;can be keptcontinnal< 
he againſt a royall Armie, without ſaccours, if it can bee 
battered; noragainſt a ſmall Armie,withour men, vicualls 
& munition : wanting one of the three, the beſt Fortrefſe 
isloſt,you muſt thinke the aſſailants hauing the field, and 
meanesto reenforce their troupesas they lift, the loſſe of 
one hundred ynto the defendantsis more than two thou- 


 ſandynto the aflailants. Butler the defendants or aſſai- 


lants do their duetiesto the vttermoſt in any kind of fer- 
uices, vnleſſe it pleaſeth their maſters or ſuperiours to 
grace their deedes, their well dooing will bee turned to 
noughr; and their vertues, vices. Wheretore all men of 
warre ought to pray to Sal their lives in the ſight of 


their Princes or Eſtates, then likelie they will confeſſe no 
traffique ſo deare as lives, eſpeciallie being in a&ion with 
equall enemies. It is hard topleaſe the moſt maſters,8& vn- 
poſiibleto content the rude multitude: the/leaft worme 
will mooue; hauing anic life being troden vpon:: for $5 
owne part I.doo confeſſe to bee one of the leaſt in ref 
of thouſands, notſo baſe but euer Icarried armind rather 
to be buried dead, than aliue. 
Tſpeake this for the wrongs done ynto my ſelfe and 
companions for the defence'of thetowne of Sh, Sluce : true it. 
is, thoſe that ſerues many, ſeruesno bodie; I meane , they 
ſhall firid none that will confefſe to be their maſters, ef PE- 
ciallie when they ſhould berewarded for their ſeruice, but 


 themwltitude will bee readie to difgrace their ſeruants,
